Our peach trees came through the winter in perfect condition. For Spring 
1930 we shall also have spring dug trees only. 

Peaches in general brought satisfactory prices in 1929. Aside from a few 
orchards, moth damage was not as severe as in previous years. Parasites are 
getting in their work. Organized breeding of parasites is now being carried 
on by the states of New York, New Jersey and Connecticut, and we believe 
firmly that the worst of the moth is past in those sections where it has already 
been. 

Peach trees are less plentiful in the United States this year than for many 
years. A WORD TO THE WISE. DON’T DELAY IN PLACING ORDERS. 

On account of our peach trees beinj^, in the field, we will not have an 
accurate grade count until Spring, which possibly may make a substitution 
of sizes necessary in certain instances, but we hope not.

Its season is 3 to 5 days earlier 
than Carman or about 3 weeks earlier than Elberta. This new peach should 
be set upon ideal, sandy or gravelly, peach soils for best results. It was first 
introduced by the New Jersey Station in 1926.
